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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 
Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S. C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-12, 18-20, and 32-37, drawn to a projection screen having a protective 
layer above a reflective surface where the layer reduces an amount of difference 
in reflectivity between differently polarized light, classified in class 359, subclass 
448. 

II. Claims 23-3 1, drawn to an apparatus to use in a projection screen comprising a 
surface having surface angles in the range of -40 to -20 and 20 to 40 degrees is 
greater than 5% and surface angles -90 to -40 and 40 to 90 degrees less than 5%, 
classified in class 359, subclass 459. 

Claims 13-17, 21-22 and 38-40 link(s) inventions I and II. The restriction requirement 
among the linked inventions is subject to the nonallowance of the linking claim(s). Upon the 
allowance of the linking claim(s), the restriction requirement as to the linked inventions shall be 
withdrawn and any claim(s) depending from or otherwise including all the limitations of the 
allowable linking claim(s) will be entitled to examination in the instant application.
